ure and causing a residue of Hue salt. 


\Vhcn my brother learned of Ihc higb 


price of salt in Xcw Orltans he went to 
my father, then practicing law in IJatnn 
Rouge, and suggested lhai he lie given 
permission ID work Ihe Ihen abandoned 
•wells and mako phi money for himself. 
There was no objection, and with the as- 
sistance of several slaves John proceeded 
to open the old wells by clearing out Ihc 
accumulation ot debris and tailing the 
brine, as his grandfather did years before 
bim. lie opened a number of new i.-ells, 
and was soon selling salt at a great rate., 
hut the demand increased, and ho declared 
to open a big well some len feet square. 
The works proceeded, but the usual ilcplh 
was reached with no result. Tho irater 
did not'flow. He concluded to dig deeper, 
and at sivlccn feet, came upon what Ihe 
negro diggers said was an old slump. Fail- 
ing lo chop Ihc 'slump' with an axe, tbc 
negro concluded he bad struck a liol of 
rock, and when my brother descended 
into Ihe excavation he ma-aged, with a 
cold chisel, to cut out a piece of what he 
thought was Iransparent rock. -My father, 
however, who happened to be on the island 
at (lie time, knew -what had been dis- 
covered, and in the cniirso ot a link while 
the 
wonder of the discovery had been 


nofF.cd all over the country. 


Thus was discovered the first rock salt 


deposit in Iho South.-and a.few months 
afler Ihat time ci dozen shafts were being 
•worked in a crude way, and we were ship- 
ping salt to Rkbnond in great quantities, 
at least, great for that rwioJ in the 
world's history. Work has progressed al- 
most steadily since that time, and we arc 
shortly to begin a new shaft, which will 
go deeper ^ban ever; in fact, drop beneath 
Iho old workings, although this Is nol 
necessary, because we can tap the deposit 
where we choose.—[General Dudley Avcry, 
In New Orleans Times-Democrat.

One reason why tho American army or 
tramps is so largo is that the American 
communities themselves have made il so 
easy tor Iramps to live in idleness.

She wrole with 
much facility, was prolific beyond any of 
her contemporaries In an age when there 
was more novel writing than In any era 
of Ihc world's history, and her work wan 
marked by grace and purity of literary 
style. Tho natural verdict would IKI that 
she wroli; too much, yet there was not 
(he evidence of IhEs in her writings tlmt 
njjglil have Ijccn looked for. 
Her stories 


were nearly all interesting, and she iiliould 
havo.be'en among Ihe more iioimlar novel- 
ists. We do not hear, however, thai their 
sale* svas large, and II has been staled that 
she was sUmnlalcd to this extraordinary 
produclton by Iho need of means for Hie 
Kupporl of a large family. 
Her flrsl bonk, 


"Some liysays in the Life ot Mrs. Margaret 
Maitland of Snnnyside," was written lie- 
fore she was twenty-one ycaru ot age, 
and had in il the crudity ot youlh, but it 
attracted the attention of literary circles, 
and she was alsvays afterward esleumcd 
Ihere. She wrote more novels for lilack- 
wood's Magazine (a periodical famous for 
ils superior work in Ihis specially) than 
any other of Its contributors. Hero were 
published "Zalilec" and "Katie Stewart," 
two of her heat books, lull both with a 
lingo of Badness Ihronghoul.. Her finesl 
novel, and one which comes very near

written for Ulackwooi! In the "Chronicles 
of Carltngford" series, She was close af- 
ter Anthony Trollop En her depiction of 
Ihe Kngltsh clergy, and far nioro Intense 
ami dramatic lhan Trollopc in the above- 
named book. She wrote one novel for Ihe 
Atlantic. Monthly in Ihis 
country, 
with 


probably" no more than a nominal eollalxi- 
ration with another author, and also con- 
tributed lo the Conlnry Magazine nearly, 
if not quite, the first serial story It ever 
printed. The moral tone of her books 
was of tho best. One ot her latest con- 
tributions to literature was a severe casll- 
galion of Thomns Hardy tor Ihe objccllon- 
ahle tone in Ibis respect of "Tess" ami 
"Juitc Ihe Obscure." 
Like Sir Walter 


Scott, Mrs. Oliphanl wrote much in gen- 
eral literature aside from her novels. She 
was a tireless worker and has left much 
of valuo as the result of nearly fifty years 
of literary cfforl.—[Doslon Herald.

Unfortunately, however, ho torROl 
to make a will, although the quidnuncs of 
Europe hastened to replir tho omission 
Jor him by publishing a spurious will ot 
Pelcr the Great, which is supposed <o gov- 
ern Russian policy to this day. His near- 
est successors, however, adhered lo his 
plan, until it was found thai In bequeath- 
ing an heir to tbe Ihronc they generally 
hro.iiealhc<l a civil war at Lhc fame time.—
